Ordinances dealing with the 
procedure for presentation of de- 
mands against the city treasury 
and for registry of demands dis- 
allowed for lack of funds will be 
read in tonight’s meeting. And 
bills already presented will be 
discussed with the knowledge 
that approximately $2,000 in lieu 
funds was received from the state 
on December 28. 

Second reading on three or- 
dinances presented last month 
will be made, dealing with intoxi- 
cation in public places, curfew 
and possession of firearms. 

Councilman Charles L. Wheel- 
er, just returned from a business 
trip to the Orient, will be sworn 
in, and the council will approve 
Mrs. Lewis’ bond. 

TO DISCUSS REQUESTS 

In other business the council 
will discuss requests of the San 
Mateo Advisory Planning Council 
that the city engineer serve on 
their engineering advisory com- 
mittee, and that the city make 
studies of the county-wide master 
transportation plan being prepar- 
ed by the Master Plan Project. 

A PG&E representative is ex- 
pected to present franchise papers 
for consideration of the council, 
and several building permits will 
be submitted. 

Discussion of a trucking ordin- 
ance may arise but the Woodside 
councilmen have declared their 
intentions of extended study of 
the issue.

Neighbors Air Fence ‘Beef’ before City Council 


Menlo Park city 
Tuesday night decided to have a 
look for themselves before decid- 
ing whether a fence erected across 
six feet of city property in the 
Willows area can be termed a 
“traffic hazard.” 

Councilmen moved to this de- 
cision after listening for an hour 
to details of a “beef” between H. 
S. Kuhl, 695 Woodland avenue, 
and V. B. Boylan, 207 Concord 
drive. 

Kuhl occupies a house on the 
corner of Concord; Boylan lives 
next door. In sum, the former 
argued that he put up the fence 
to keep his neighbor’s children 
from using his lawn as a playfield: 
the latter argued that children 
are more important than anything 
and ought to be allowed to play 
anywhere. 

. Another Concord drive resi- 
eat, John Chaffet, said the 
fence had .become a “sort of

School Cafeteria Prices Appear 
Stabe for Remainder of Year

The drop in patronage, he said, 
result of three classes of 
seventh graders being moved 
from Hillview school, which has 
a cafeteria, to Oak Knoll school, 
which does not. The older chil- 
dren <re the most regular custo- 
mers. 

As the result of the move, 
he said, the number of pa- 
trons throughout the district 
has dropped from a_ daily 
average of 600 last year to 
about 470 this year. 

“The price at which meals 
can be served definitely is 
related to the number of 
meals,” he adds. 

Much of the food used is pur- 
chased from federal surplus sour- 
ces, accounting for the low cost. 

Richert reported that, at  pres- 
ent, the school district has no 
plans for developing a cafeteria at 
Knoll school, even though 
there is kitchen space available 
adjacent to the school’s multi use 
roo. 

It would cost about $5,000 for 
equipment for the kitchen, he 
added, and the patronage is very 
doubtful because a large percent- 
age of the children attending that 
paticular school reside within 
walking distance. 

The district also serves meals to 


teachers and other adults on the

On the 
contrary.” 

“But,” continued Hall, “let us 
enrich our teaching techniquies 
first. An enlarged capital bud- 
get program such as that pro- 
posed by the trustees may lead 
only to eventual impoverish- 
ment in the teaching budget.” 

It is possible to have this en- 
riched program by September 
of 1957 in the schools which are 
now in operation, according to 
Hall.

NO TIME TO QUIBBLE 


Menlo Park’s city planners this week were told by the city 
engineer that an underpass couldn't be built at the Southern 
Pacific railroad to connect Middle avenue with Alma street. 

We do not believe City Engineer Smith meant that it 
“couldn't” be built. We believe he meant that it couldn't be 
built as easily as his $340,000 dream opposite Cambridge avenue. 

Frankly, we do not care which of the glorious underpasses 
can be built most easily. We believe that, eventually, we must 
have both of them. If this city’s present traffic congestion is not 
to seem like a leisurely drive down Lover's Lane in comparison 
with the honking and fender-bending of the future, we will need 
both those structures at any cost. 

But for the moment, we do not have time to quibble 
over which comes first. If we wait for the day when Menlo 
Park can finance any third-or-half-million-dollar underpass, 
some one —more probably some three or five —will die at 
that quadruple-compounded mistake called the Ravenswood 
avenue railroad crossing. 

Those deaths will be reported in this newspaper, probably 
with pictures . . . and the bodies will be those of some who are 
alive today, perhaps you or us. 

If memory serves us properly, it was some two years ago that 
the suggestion was made that a temporary and relatively inex- 
pensive crossing of the railroad could be made at grade level 
opposite Middle avenue It was proposed that such a crossing, 
while not the ideal, long-range solution, would give immediate 
relief to the Ravenswood bottleneck. 

At the time — again, if memory is right—the city council 
thought the idea had merit, that it should be investigated thor- 
oughly. Yet, two years later, here we sit arguing the underpass 
at Willow versus the underpass at Middle and whether one or 
the other can be built within five years . . . or ten or fifteen. 

It was pointed out at the time that the state Public Utilities 
Commission would oppose another grade crossing anywhere. 
But two years have gone by, and nobody really has asked the 
commission, and we do not believe the commissioners are block- 
heads. 

Certainly they oppose grade crossings in principle. We be- 
lieve, however, they would allow one if it could be shown that 
the hazard in creating it would be less than — and would relieve — 
a far greater hazard already present. Their doubts might be fur- 
ther eased if theycould be assured the crogsing at grade would 
exist only until an underpass could be financed and built. 

We propose that the state be approached for permission to 
build both underpasses and to allow the grade crossing in the 
meantime. With some lives saved now, we could start saving our 
pennies for five or ten years to meet the underpass cost. 

Perhaps, too, in the meantime, the state will get around to 
building the Great Missing Link between Willow and Sandhill 
roads. 

We hope to see a bill introduced in the present session of 
the Legislature to take that route into the state highway system. 
And, now that local bickering over the exact location has ceased 
—we hope — and now that Uncle Sam has come into the road- 
building business with a few billions of dollars, there is hope the 
project may become a reality. 

We might even live to drive on the thoroughfare . . . 
not killed crossing the tracks.

Your City’s Business: 
San Francisquito Creek Basin

City Manager, Menlo Park 

Menlo Park has made progress 
in providing storm drains in all 
that portion of the City west of 
El Camino Real. 

With the exception of one 
relatively small area along 
Valparaiso avenue, which has 
a natural slope to the north, 
most of the basin drained by 
San Francisco creek has ade- 
quate collecting systems and 
catchbasins. 

Some areas, developed prior to 
the time when drainage gutters 
were required need attention as 
to localized concentration of 
storm water. One such area is 
scheduled to construct new con- 
crete gutters next summer which 
will carry excess water to catch- 
basins, thence into underground 
drains to the creek, thus doing 
away with nuisance puddles which 
are created throughout the year, 
both from precipitation in winter 
and from irrigation during the 
summer months. 

Practically all of the work ac- 
complished thus far has been fi- 
nanced by special assessment dis- 
tricts. The majority of property 
Owners have accepted the respon- 
sibility and agreed to their share 
of the cost, although they had no

SALES TALK SERIOUS— 


With our northern county cities 
lagging behind in deciding about 
a sales tax, officials of the four 
south county cities are seriously 
putting their heads together in 
hopes they can go it alone. Red- 
wood City, San Carlos, Menlo 


| Park and Belmont councils may 


fall in line and adopt their own 
tax ordinance, thereby cutting the 
county out of any take in these 
cities. 

While we’re becoming more in 
favor of such a tax, we thing the 
“go-it-alone” policy could be dis- 
astrous. Local merchants are 
fighting hard to hold their busi- 
ness against the big shopping cen- 
ters in San Mateo and Palo Alto, 
The tax is now in effect in Palo 
Alfo but not in San Mateo. 

Whether or not the extra one 
per cent tax that can be saved 
by shoppers will have a notice- 
able effect is a guess, but if the 
south county cities go ahead 
without San Mateo, then we 
think the loss of trade might be 
even more noticeable. 

From the discussions, it seems 
that at least one or two north 
county cities are about ready to 
give their approval. If such is the 
case, then the board of supervis- 
ors has promised to talk it over. 

We believe the tax program, 
aimed at cutting down property 
taxes, must be on a county-wide 
basis or not at all. Probably the 
strongest deterrent to the adop- 
tion of the sales tax locally is the 
oragnized group of citizens who 
will soon circulate petitions to 
force the issue to a vote of the 
people. We all know how such a 
vote would go. 

Probably no other city in the 
covnty is in the same fix as Red- 
wood City. The tax rate this year 
is within a few cents of the legal 
limit. We have our own assess- 
ment plan which is approximately 
double that of the county. How 
is more money to be raised? The 
people won't vote a higher tax 
minimum, for sure, so the coun- 
cil has turned to the one-cent 
sales tax. 

This might mean, then, that the 
new revenues would go to make 
the city spending just that much 
higher in spite of promise of the 
preent council to use at least half 


toward lowering of property 
taxes,

the basin than the owner that 
is high and dry and has no 
problem, property owners 
have recognized their obliga- 
tions, and have accepted their 
share of the burden. 

The heavy rains of last winter 
focused everyone’s attention on 
drainage facilities. During the 
preceding several years we en- 
joyed a dry cycle. For two years 
in succession prior to last year, 
San Francisquito creek had no sus- 
ee flow of water, only a tric- 

e. 

However, everyone knew it was 
coming, and we know that it will 
come again. 

It is easy to become complacent 
and apathetic during the good 
years. But nature occasionally 
goes on a rampage and we are 
forcibly made aware of our short 
sightedness by storm, flood, 
earthquake or other natural dis- 
aster. 

Menlo Park suffered no ser- 
ious damage last year, nor 
were the majority of resi- 
dents inconvenienced to any 
extent. However, cur neigh- 
boring cities and unincorpor- 
ated areas suffered consider- 
able damage and _ inconveni- 
ence. As a result, the com- 
munities are better equipped 
to cope with another similar 
emergency, 

San Francisquito creek presents 
no great unanticipated threat at 
this time. A storm of the inten- 
sity of that we experienced last 
year would not create the prob- 
ler that it did then. The channel 
has been widened, debris has been 
removed and exposed banks have 
been protected. 

But if we wait until the 2000 
acres in the upper reaches of the 
basin are developed with new 
streets, roofs, driveways and con- 
tributing storm drains, it will be 
only the beginning of serious trou- 
ble. The excess water can go to 
but one place, to a lower eleva- 
tion: either into the ground or to 
the bay. 

Mother nature did not design 
the formation of the earth to ab- 
sorb rain water as fast as it falls. 
Therefore, it must either be im- 
pounded for control of flow and 
percolation or safely directed into 
the bay, or both.

CITY SALES TAX 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Merehants of Menlo Park, may I ask you a 
question? 

Is your business so good and the future so 
secure that you will be delighted to give one 
per cent (1%) of your gross this coming year 
year to a government that does not need the 
revenue? 

A good many of you complained all through 
the Christmas buying period that your business 
was not as good as the previous year. 

Do you seriously think that the way to im- 
prove it is to add one per cent to the cost of 
every item you sell? And to add one per cent 
to many of the things that you yourselves buy? 

If you permit your Chamber of Commerce 
to sit by and allow the Menlo Park City Council 
to “go it alone” and pass a sales tax in the next 
few months, the 1 per cent you lose thereby 
may mean the difference between profit and loss 
for some of you.

Following its organization in 
1920, the Peninsula Athletic 
League was reasonably stable 
until 1933 when several schools 
dropped out to form the Santa 
Clara Valley Athletic League. At 
this time there were seven 
schools, Jefferson, South San 
Francisco, Burlingame, San Ma- 
teo, Sequoia, Palo Alto and San 
Jose, competing in football. Half 
Moon Bay was the eighth member 
of the league, but did not com- 
pete in football. 

GROWING SINCE 1943 

Lincoln entered competition 10 
years later and the league has 
been growing ever since. Willow 
Glen became the league’s tenth 
member in 1950, and Capuchino 
joined in 1950, Menlo-Atherton in 
1951, Carlmont in 1952, Hillsdale 
in 1955, while numbers 15 and 16 
in the league were Cubberley and 
Westmoor, admitted last spring. 
(Some of the schools did not be- 
gin competition during the year 
they were admitted to the league.) 

During the war, in 1944 and 
1945, the league was split into 
division for all sports other than 
varsity football, but overall round- 
robin play was resumed later and 
continued until the fall of 1952. 

It was at this time that the 
league’s board of managers (the 
principals of the schools) tried a 
trial split into northern and south- 
ern divisions with inter-division 
playoffs of three games to deter- 
mine league champions. Football 
competition was not included in 
the plan, however. 

FIRST MOVE 

In the fall of 1954 the first 
move toward a north-south divi- 
sion in football was made. The 


; league schedule was increased to 


eight games, five against teams 
in the same area and three from 
the other end of the péninsula. 

Last fall, the long-expected 
final division of football com- 
petition was made, eliminating 
any championship playoff.

MAIN FEATURE of each and every session is a talk by a high |

Fashion Carousel: 


‘Lace’ Will Be S 


By EVELYN RADCLIFFE 


With the big stress on delicate 
femininity in fashions, lace manu- 
facturers are expecting a big year 
in 1957. Lace trims, lace inserts, 
frills, etc. are part of the coming 
fashion picture. 

Only handmade lace is consid- 
ered real, but our lace making 
machines have been perfected to 
such an extent that it is often 
hard to tell their output from the 
real thing. 

Originally handmade laces were 
made by one of two methods, 
needlepoint, which is worked with 
a needle over thin parchment or 
linen, and the bobbin or pillow 
method, in which the lace is work- 
ed on a velvet pillow or cushion 
over stiff parchment which has 
the pattern worked on it. Lace 
still falls into these categories for 
classification purposes, whether 
made by hand or machine. 

Now that we have lace mak- 
ing machines, these and many 
other types of lace can be pro- 
duced in quantity. Until the 
machines were invented (in 
1809) lace was worn only by the 
extremely wealthy noblemen, 
who could well afford it, or the 
extremely poor peasant women, 
who made their own. 

The history of lace makes fas- 
cinating reading. It dates back to 
thousands of years before the 
Christian era. Some yearly ver- 
sions of what later became known 
as lace were found in the Egyp- 
tian tombs. In Peru, explorers 
uncovered a lace bag made over 
4000 years ago. 

The earliest needlepoint Jace 
was created for ecclesiastical use 
only. The faster, bobbin methods 
had to wait for the invention of 
brass pins for its inception, but 
was later put into general use, 
The earliest record of’ the iisé “of 
bobbin lace was in the trousseau 
of Joanna, daughter of Edward III 
in 1347, 

In America, the lace industry 
was slow in getting a start. Lace 
machines were invented in Eng- 
land, and very few were brought 
over here until the time of the 
Spanish-American War. 

Mosquito netting, which was an 
essential part of a soldier’s equip- 
ment, was very scarce. Many

FASHION DICTIONARY (Lace 
Department): 

ALENCON (a-lihn-sohn), a fine 
needlepoint lace named for the 
city where it was first made in 
quantity. It has a heavy design, 
closely woven on a fine hexagonal 
mesh background. The edges are 
slightly scalloped, and generally 
have a picot finish. In the hand- 
made Alencon lace, the patterns 
are heavier and more clearly de- 
fined than in the machine-made. 

CHANTILLY (shan - tee - yee), 
originally a bobbin lace, much 
finer and more delicate than Alen- 
con. The pattern is more concen- 
trated at the decidedly scalloped 
edges, and usually consists of 
flowers, baskets, sprays, or leaves. 
POINT WESPRIT (Pwan 
d’spree), net-like lace made with 
small oval or square dots on net 
backgrounds . . . formerly used 
only in wedding gowns and 
French handmade evening gowns, 
now used on nylon gowns and 
lingerie, 

VALENCIENNES (Va-lohn-see- 
in), also named for the Belgian 
town in which it originated (the 
town was later ceded to France). 
One of the most popular and well 
known laces, in wide use as trim- 
ming since it is narrow.
